At the meeting of the board of di­ 
rectors of the Texas A. and M. col­ 
lege, held yesterday afternoon at the 
college, the contract for the new dor­ 
mitory building was let. 
Tho J. E. 
Johnson 
Construction 
company 
of 
Waco was awarded the contract for 
the erection of the building at $74,- 
900. 
George Robischung of Houston 
received the contract for the plumbing 
at $6,966. 
The heating contract went 
to Kinnison Bros, of Dallas who bid 
$5,577. 
The electrical contract 
was 
given Eugene Asb of Austin at $1,650. 
This totals $89,093. 
The appropria­ 
tion for the building was $90,000, thus 
leaving only $907 for changes, altera­ 
tions and unexpected expense that al­ 
ways arises in a building of this mag­ 
nitude. 
Prof. R. Adelsperger 
drew 
the plans and wrote the specifications 
and will supervise the construction. 
It is to be the finest of any of the 
dormitory buildings on the campus. 
Three new cottages are being erect­ 
ed on the campus for the use of col­ 
lege officials. 
Bachelor hall is receiving a consid­ 
erable addition and 
is 
being 
rear­ 
ranged into an apartment house for 
the accommodation of four families. 
The work on the new auditorium is 
progressing satisfactorily 
now, 
and 
the board was informed that the work 
on the new experiment station build 
ing is to go forward soon, material 
having at last been secured. 
When 
the new auditorium shall have been 
completed the old chapel will be used 
as a library, for the remodeling of 
which the legislature has appropriated 
about $7,000.

for the new sewer line that was to 
serve it have not been opened.

perintendent Byars is not yet decided 
as to what he will do about it.

The effect of July growing 
conditions is shown by comparison of 
today’s forecast with 11,633,000 equiv­ 
alent 500-p>ound bales forecast by the 
department 
on 
conditions 
existing 
June 25. 
I^ast year the total produc­ 
tion was 11,449,930 bales, two years 
ago, 11,191,820, three years ago, 16,- 
134,930 (the record crop) and 
four 
years ago, 14,156,486. This year’s fin­ 
al production probably will be larger 
or smaller than the amount forecast 
today according as conditions here­ 
after are better or worse than average 
conditions.

A large crowd of Texas 
farmers,

short course, which took place yes­ 
terday morning at 9 o'clock, in the 
open air auditorium of the Agricul­ 
tural and Mechanical College of Tex­ 
as. Dean E. J. Kyle of the school of 
agriculture, who is director of the 
short course, made an informal talk 
to explain to the visitors the program 
of the short course week, and the ar­ 
rangements which have been made for 
them. 
He then introduced the speak­ 
ers for the morning, Dr. P. W. Cov­ 
ington of Austin, and Clarence Ousley, 
director of extension for the Agricul­ 
tural and Mechanical College of Tex­ 
as. 
Dr. Covington, who represents 
In 
Texas the Rockefeller board of health, 
spoke convincingly on the need for 
rural sanitation, and gave a full and 
interesting description of the work of 
the Rockefeller board as illustrated in 
its survey of Leon county. He empha­ 
sized the ability of science and com­ 
mon sense to prevent a large part of 
the sickness and death which occurs 
in the rural districts.

Federal Cooperation 
on State Highways 


(By Associated Press 
Austin, Texas, Aug. I.—A. L. Lue- 
decke, engineer of economics in the 
federal office of public roads at Wash­ 
ington, is here co-operating with the 
state highway commission in stand­ 
ardizing a system and plan for the 
operation of the highway department 
in accordance with approved plans of 
the federal government. 
Mr. Due- 
decke was detailed here at the re­ 
t e s t of Curtis Hancock, chairman of 
the highway commission. 
Mr. Leudecke is mapping out a sys­ 
tem for the operation of the depart­ 
ment which will harmonize with the 
federal aid law, and at the same time 
simplify the work and make it more 
efficient. 
In an opinion to the state highway 
ommission the attorney general’s de 
partment holds that one-half of the 
registration fees remitted to the state 
highway department, to the respective 
counties, is to be expended upon high­ 
ways in the county, after submission 
to and approval by the commission of 
the contemplated plans of 
expend I 
turn. 
Tho opinion also says that this 
allotment from the state highway de­ 
partment does not become a part of 
the general county road and bridge 
funds, but remains as a special fund 
to be expended In the manner set out 
in the act creating the commission.

this fund, they must designate 
the 
roads and submit pima in detail to 
tho highway department.

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WHAT EAGLE FILES 
TELL OF OTHER DAYS 


All hope that the Bryan boys and all other good United Statesers who 
are going to war will come home without a scratch, but that is hardly pos­ 
sible. 
If their fate should be otherwise, the honor is theirs for having 
given their lives In a cause greater than that for which any people have 
ever before fought. 
We have before battled for liberty, but it was for our 
own national liberty. 
Now we are battling for liberty for all the world, “to 
make the world safe for democracy.” 
Honorable men give their lives for 
that cause or that avocation that best fits their natures. 
Life is a repeti­ 
tion of sacrifices. 
Men die in the trenches of everyday affairs, doing their 
bit, just as men are dying in the battle trenches in France, Belgium, Russia 
and the other countries. 
Warfare is not much different whether we stay at 
home or go abroad, except that one is more physically strenuous than the 
other. 


“Nobody opposes good roads; they are just opposed to paying for them. 
This class is in favor of good roads if the other fellow will pay for ’em," 
says the Thorndale Champion. 
That’s the way with most folks. 
Sometimes 
we run across a fellow with plenty of money who likes to keep it going for 
the good of himself and his neighbors, but he does like the companionship 
of Ocher good fellows in any public undertaking. 
When they set out to buy 
a system of good roads, or a sewer system, or a water plant, or an electric 
system, they feel that they should not bear the whole burden when the 
whole community gets the benefits. 
They do not regard their expenditures 
as taxes, either, but as investments. 
They put their money into these 
things just as they would into any other enterprise, and their dividends 
come to them in the shape of added values to their property and cheaper 
rates for what they havo bought. 


The improvement of the Navasota river crossings as an asset to Oryan 
in the way of enabling those who wunt to come here to do so, is but the 
same as building good roads to reduce distance. 
If we hud graveled roads 
to the river, and good crossings at the river, the profit on the trade we 
would set from that section would pay for the improvement in a few years. 
The effect would be to build up their own sections by pointing out the 
way through doing thiugs here. 
People who would come here to trade 
would go back home and tell what they saw in Bryan and how nice it was 
and how convenient, and they would want the same things so greatly it 
would be only a question of time until they would have them, and having 
them, other people would be induced to settle among them to enjoy the 
benefits they had brought through the influence of Bryan. 
Thus would 
the trade grow, and our influence would expand and widen until Bryan 
would become the city of central Texas. 


Every thinking person realizes, of course, that if the war goes on for 
the period Washington expects it to go 
three years—there will none of us 
est ape personal sacrifices, some of them tragic sacrifice**, says the Denison 
Rec-ord-Chronicle, 
But so far as business goes and however long the w ar’s 
duration, the end of it will see the transformation of the United States 
from a debtor to a creditor nation, a condition from which America cannot 
bat prosper. 
When this war started Ureal Britain held five billions of 
American listed securities and other European nations held altogether prob 
ably as much more. 
Today practically every American security in the bel­ 
ligerent countries that could be sent here has been resold to Americans; 
loans by America to the belligerents already total far into the billions and 
they will go much further. 
The United States must sell it bonds to Its own 
people— there is no market elsewhere available -and those bonds are being 
used chiefly to advance to its allies, on good security. 
When the war ends 
the American loans to belligerent nations will total eight or ten billions — 
on top of the seven or eight billions of American securities repurchased 
from those nations by Americans— which means that instead of owing 
Europe eight or ten billions, when the war ends, Europ« will be owing the 
I ulted States tw enty billions- interest on which will bi lag out of Europe 
into the United States much of what the Uuited States has been 
paying 
Europe ou borrowed capital for hundreds of years. 


Brazos Valley Cotton Mills 


“Recently, In conversation with Sirnm Lewis of Waco, a well-known 
promoter of Industrial enterprises, he told the editor that he contemplated 
locating a cotton mill in Robertson county, provided he could get proper co­ 
operation of our citizenship,” says the Hearne Democrat. 
“We do not 
know the details of his proposition, but certainly it is worth considering 
and investigating. 
No better location could be found in Texas for a cotton 
m ill than Hearne, and its benefits to our business interests in Hearne and 
to the farming citizenship of the county is too patent to require discussion." 
Wmverjr large town in the Brazos river valley should have a cotton mill, 
and every greyer of cotton should be a stockholder In it. 
Cotton gains in 
Value from five to fifty times through the process of manufacture and also 
as cotton goods, 
lf the farmer’s wife will weigh the cotton goods she buys 
at her Bryan merchant's she wil find that even at twenty and twenty-three 
cents a pound for the raw cotton, she is paying five times the raw cotton 
price and probably more, depending upon the character of the goods and 
the expense of weaving the lighter fabrics as compared with the heavier * 
ones. 
This difference in price between the raw' cotton and the finished 
goods represents the profits of middle men. freight charges in both direc­ 
tions, profits of the manufacturer and profits of the wholesaler and local 
merchant. 
If every cotton grower would turn in a bale or two of cotton for 
stock in a cotton mill he would reap whatever profit there might be in the 
undertaking, provide the country with an industry that would keep money 
at home instead of sending such great sums of it north for cotton goods and 
maintain in Texas a steady market for cotton, instead of being practically 
at the mercy of spinners who have no sympathy with us. 
By owning our 
own cotton mills, we would be getting back to first principles, when the 
planter raised the cotton, and it was spun and woven on the plantation. 
Now, we would do it in a factory instead of the home, and would have far 
more to sell than we would need to buy by reason of the fact that climatic 
differences make it impossible to manufacture certain kinds of cotton goods. 
Dreaming a bit, suppose we should turn the 3,000,000 hales Texas cus­ 
tomarily makes into cotton goods at $1 a pound. 
We would bring to Texas 
four times as much money as we now do, would give employment to large 
numbers of people and be four times as prosperous as we are now. 
Texas cotton mills seem to be prospering, and they are slowly growing 
in number. 
The more there are the more labor there will be for them and 
there will be a greater demand on the textile department of the Texas A. 
and M. college, which, we are told unofficially, the authorities are contem­ 
plating abolishing because of the lack of students. 
Only fourteen were en­ 
rolled during the past session and there was not a graduate in the depart­ 
ment. 
Cotton is the big crop of the south and the department was organ­ 
ized in the hope that it would stimulate capital to enlist in the building of 
cotton mills and furnish capable superintendents to take charge of them. If 
it has had any effect in that direction it has been of a pioneer character and 
has not developed much of the real thing yet. 
Growth has been slow and 
will continue to be slow until southern capital finds it necessary to seek in­ 
vestment in other than eight and ten per cent notes secured by chattel 
mortgages. 
The south, at least the strictly agricultural portion of it, has 
never given much thought to manufactures beyond cotton oil mills. 
It 
knows nothing about it, with the result that the boys who go to the textile 
schools find little encouragement either to enter, continue their studies or 
engage in their chosen line of work after they graduate. 
And yet cotton 
mills, we understand, rank well as profitable undertakings when rightly 
managed, just as any other rightly managed institution does. 
Organized 
effort on the part of the Brazos valley capitalists to erect and operate a 
string of mills from Fort Worth to Houston would certainly make paying 
intsitutions of them, once they were placed on their feet, and might yield 
more than the customary eight and ten per cent.

“I leave the 
record in the hands of my enemies; make the best of it.” 
But the governor 
Is not going to leave any loose records lying about, nor is he going to retiie 
for a time, unless the house forces it upou him in the impeachment pro­ 
ceedings.

Austln, Texas, July 26.—The Lone 
Star state will have a total tax rate 
of 60 cents on the $100 valuation for 
the fiscal year beginning September 
I, 1917. 
It will be the highest rate 
ever made in Texas and it is the max­ 
imum permitted by the constitution. 
The ad valorem rate is fixed at 35 
cents; the school tax, 20 cents and 
the tax for Confederate pensions is R 
cents. 
The total tax rate last year 
was 45 cents. 
The ad valorem rate is 
increased 15 cents this year. 
The tax was fixed at a 
meeting 
Wednesday of the state automatic tax 
board consisting of Governor Fergu­ 
son, Treasurer J. M. 
Edwards 
and 
Comptroller Henry B. Terrell, all of 
whom were present. 
The board was 
unanimous in fixing the rate. 
The highest rate previous to 
the 
rate fixed Wednesday by the state au­ 
tomatic tax board was 55 cents. That 
was in 1915. 
The rate is based on an estimated 
total valuation of property in Texas 
of $2,844,740,744 and it is necessary 
to produce revenue to meet the expen­ 
diture of $11,774,870 during the next 
fiscal year. 
The increase in valua­ 
tion over last year is approximately 
$70,000,000. 
As the 35 cent ad valorem rate will 
not produce the required amount of 
revenue to meet outstanding appro­ 
priations, there probably will 
be 
a 
deficit in the general revenue fund 
unless the appropriations are drawn 
slowly. 
Not counting the University 
of Texas appropriation 
of 
$750,000 
which was vetoed by the governor, it 
is figured that an ad valorem rate of 
41 cents would be necessary. 
Jim Objected to University. 
Governor Ferguson objected to hav­ 
ing the university appropriation con­ 
sidered in the fixing of the tax rate. 
As it was clearly seen that the maxi­ 
mum rate of 35 cents would have to 
be made with or w ithout taking into 
consideration the university appropria 
tion the o th er two members of the 
board agreed with. the governor iii 
elim inating it from consideration. The 
question as to the validity of the uni­ 
versity appropriation was not consid­ 
ered by Comptroller Terrell or Treas­ 
urer Edw ards and they did not take 
any position in the matter. 
In their 
opinion the elimination of the univer 
sity appropriation made no difference 
as to the maximum rate of 35 cents 
would not produce the amount Buffi 
d en t to m eet the appropriations with 
the university amount deducted. 
It appears as if there will be 
deficit of $2,500,000 in the event the 
university item is added to the other 
appropriations. 
There is 
only 
one 
way to avoid a deficit and that is for 
a delay in the construction of some 
of the new buildings ordered by the 
last legislature. 
The state school tax of 20 cents will

Washington, 
July 
28.—Secretary 
McAdoo, submitting estim ates to con­ 
gress Friday for the new war budget. 
said the first year of the war prom 
ised now to cost $10,735,807,000, exclu­ 
sive of loans to the allies, making It 
necessary to raise more than $6,500,- 
000.000 additional revenue. 
The war tax bill as revised by the 
senate finance committee provides for 
only a little more than $1,500,000,000 
in additional 
revenue. 
The 
$5,000,- 
000,000 discrepancy probably will be 
made up partly by increasing 
the, 
bill’s levies and partly by a bond is­ 
sue. 
Besides the estimate of more than 
$5,000,000,000 additional expenses sub­ 
mitted Thursday by the war depart­ 
ment, Mr. McAdoo 
presented 
esti­ 
mates from other departments total 
lug upward of $1,000,000,000. 
All of 
these estim ates are for expenditure 
during the year ending next July and 
are In addition to more than $2,000,- 
000,000 already appropriated since the 
war began. 
The largest items in Friday’s esti­ 
mates are $350,000,000 for the ship­ 
ping board and $288,000,000 for the 
navy.

Jam es E. Ferguson was indicted by a 
grand jury Friday in the Travis coun­ 
ty crim inal district court 
on 
nine 
counts, seven alleging m isapplication 
of public funds, one for alleged em 
bezzlem ent and one for alleged diver­ 
sion of a special fund. Ha gave bonds,, 
one being for $5,000 and 
eight 
for 
$1,000 each. 
The sheriff refused to 
make public the sureties, saying oth­ 
ers would sign tom orrow. 


Secretary of State C. J. B artlett was 
indicted by the sam e grand jury on 
six counts alleging m isapplication of 
public funds, and gave bond in the 
sum of $1,000 in each case. 


Com m issioner of 
Insurance 
and 
Banking C harles O. Austin was 
In­ 
dicted on four counts alleging m isap­ 
plication of public 
funds. 
He, 
too, 
gave bond in the sum of $1,000 in 
each case. 
Superintendent of Public Buildings 
and Grounds Charles L. Stowe was in­ 
dicted on one count alleging m isap­ 
plication of funds and gave bond in 
the sum of $500. 
Last night the governor issued 
a 
formal statem ent saying th a t he is 
not guilty of any crim e and th at he 
will run for a third term as governor 
of Texas. 
The indictm ent charging embezzle­ 
m ent alleges that on or about August 
23, 1915, Governor Ferguson “did then 
and there unlawfully and fraudulent­ 
ly embezzle and fraudulently misapply 
and convert to his own use certain 
money then and there the corporeal 
personal property of and belonging to 
the state of Texas, without authority 
of law, viz, the sum of $5,600." 
In another count the governor is 
charged with diverting a special fund 
in th at he did “wilfully borrow, w ith­ 
hold and divert from its purpose a cer­ 
tain special fund appropriated by the 
state legislature of the state of Texas 
for a specific use." 
It being set out 
th at the appropriation for the specific 
purpose of purchasing fuel, lights, wa­ 
ter, ice and incidentals at the m an­ 
sion, was used for the purchase 
of 
provisions, feed, goods, 
wares 
and 
m erchandise for the use of him, the 
said Jam es E. Ferguson, and for the 
use of divers other persons."

is alleged to have occurred

about January 8, 1917.
